The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak- 
ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 


A. The activities referred to in this Order are not 
expected to have significant harmful effects 
on the environment; 


B. The activities carried out under this Order 
have direct and indirect recreational and 
economic benefits to the people of Ontario; 


C. The undertaking is carried out in accordance 
with accepted wildlife management princi- 
ples and is designed to meet objectives which 
are established through projected wildlife 
population studies and user demand esti- 
mates. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms and 
conditions:

The notice, which may be in the form of 
media advertisements, shall specify the loca- 
tion and description of the project, the 
scheduled project commencement date, the 
return period for comments and where addi- 
tional information on the project is available. 
The notice shall be issued at least 30 days 
before implementation commences.

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Minister of the Environment 
determines, after consultation with the 
Minister of Natural Resources, that a pro- 
posed activity: 


(2) may generate an unusual amount of 
public or Government concern; 


(b) may have unusual or significant 
potential environmental impacts not

(c) would otherwise warrant an 

environmental assessment, 


the Minister of the Environment may, by 
written notice to the Minister of Natural 
Resources, direct that an environmental 
assessment be prepared for the activity in 
which event the activity will not be exempt 
under this Order. 


. Where the Minister of the Environment has 


given written notice to the Minister of 
Natural Resources that he is considering the 
application of condition 2 to an activity, 
MNR shall not implement the activity until 
45 days have elapsed from the giving of 
notice or the Minister of the Environment 
gives written notice to the Minister of Natur- 
al Resources that it is not proposed to require 
an environmental assessment. 


This Exemption Order does not apply to any 
activity: 


(a) involving the introduction into the 
Province of Ontario of a species of 
animal, fish or vegetation not already 
present in the Province of Ontario; 


which is likely to affect the habitat of 
a species designated under the 
Endangered Species Act (except for 
protecting the species); or 


which is being carried out in recom- 
mended or existing provincial parks. 


. This exemption will not be used for the

. Where an activity which would otherwise be 


exempt under this Order is being carried out 
as or is part of an undertaking with respect to 
which MNR has an approval under the Act, 
the activity shall be carried out in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of that 
approval.

65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


. (d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of

Extract from the rules respecting the presentation of petitions 


29. (c) Petitions may be either written or printed and only the original, properly 
signed, and addressed to the Lieutenant Governor and the Legislative Assembly need be 
presented. 


(d) Petitions may not be signed by a solicitor as such, unless he is acting for a peti- 
tioner unable to sign due to absence from the Province or illness, and only then if the 
solicitor holds a Power of Attorney to be produced to the Clerk of the House if 
required. 


(ec) Members presenting petitions are answerable that they do not contain any 
improper matter. 


(f) No petition can be received which prays for any expenditure, grant or charge on 
the public revenue, whether payable out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund, or out of 
moneys to be provided by the House.

Having received a request from the Ministry of 
Transportation and Communications that an under- 
taking, namely: 


The Remote Northern Airport Program of the 
Ministry of Transportation and Communications 
which includes: 


1. The planning, design, construction and 
operation of remote airports and the build- 
ings, facilities and access roads associated 
with such airports; 


2. The expansion of existing remote northern 
airports; and 


3. Major improvements to and/or relocation of 
access roads at remote northern airports, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
Section 29; and 


Having been advised by the Ministry of Transpor- 
tation and Communications that if the undertaking is 
subject to the application of the Act, the following 
injury, damage or interference with the persons and 
property indicated will occur: 


A. The proponent and review agencies will be 
damaged by the expenditure of resources to 
review and resubmit a Class Environmental 
Assessment for an undertaking which nor- 
mally does not cause significant detrimental 
environmental effects and for which the 
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existing class environmental assessment pro- 
cess is acceptable to the proponent, review 
agencies and potentially affected parties. 


Having weighed such injury, damage, or interfer- 
ence against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management of the environment which 
would result from the undertaking being subject to the 
application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak- 
ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons:

The Ministry of Transportation and Com- 
munications (MTC) has demonstrated that 
the Remote Northern Airport Program pro- 
vides significant social and economic benefits 
to the communities served with minimal dis- 
ruption of the environment; which has been 
further demonstrated by the development of 
projects in accordance with the approval 
which was issued pursuant to order in coun- 
cil number O.C. 2801/80 and which has 
recently expired. 


. The Remote Northern Airport projects are 


undertaken only in response to a request 
from and with the cooperation and approval 
of the band council of the Indian Reserve to 
be served by the airport. 


. Parties and agencies which might be affected 


have been informed about the exemption 
request for this program and no objections 
have been raised. 


. The nature of the projects, the scale of the 


program, the commitment by MTC to follow 
the previously approved Class Environmen- 
tal Assessment process for the Remote 
Northern Airport Program and the provi- 
sions to allow specific projects to be redesig- 
nated as specified in the following terms and 
conditions will ensure the protection, conser- 
vation and wise management in Ontario of 
the environment. 


. If environmental concerns are identified with 


a specific airport which cannot be resolved, 
this exemption order may be amended so that 
the project is not exempt and an individual 
environmental assessment will have to be 
prepared for it and an approval obtained. 


. If in the future any person identifies any 


problem or insufficiency in the procedure 
prescribed by the conditions to this order that 
do not relate only to a single project, the 
Minister of the Environment may, after con- 
sidering any submissions from any interested 
persons, terminate or amend this order to 
remedy such problem or insufficiency. 
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This exemption order is subject to the following 
terms and conditions: |

Except as provided in subsequent conditions. 
MTC shall continue to follow the Remote 
Northern Airport Program Class Environ- 
mental Assessment, originally approved 
October 1980, for each project. | 


. The format and minimum level of detail to be 


provided in the Environmental Study Report 
filed for each project, and as described in 
Part IV of the Class Environmental Assess: 
ment will be modified in accordance with the 
amended Part IV, filed with the request for 
this exemption order and placed in the public 
record file for the Class Environmental 
Assessment. 


3. This order shall terminate on the later of 


(a) five years after its approval, and 


(b) such later date as the Minister of the 
Environment from time to time 
specifies by notice in writing filed in 
the public record file for the Class 
Environmental Assessment after 
MTC has given notice in a form 
approved by the Minister of the Envi- 
ronment of its proposal to ask for an 
extension.

65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House.
